A NEW GOVERNOR. 


In monarohial countries tipon tho death 


of a ruler, heralds proclaim the "King is 
dead" and in the next breath "Long livf 
the King." 
'While uo such proclamation 


is mnde in our republic upon the death of 
President or Governor, it is a fact, never- 
theless, that the moment the Executive of 
the Nation or State ceases to exist another 
takes his place. At present Frank Bell it- 
the Chief Executive of Nevada and Evan 
Williams, President pro tern o£ the Senate, 
is Lieutenant Governor. 
Neither 
was 


elected to or received a vote for the office. 
Mr. Bell was appointed by Governor Ste- 
vensou to fill the vacancy created by the 
death of H. C. Davis, who was elected 
Lisutenant Governor in 188S. 
NotV Mr. 


Bell succeeds to the Governorship and is 
authorized to appoint a Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, and we have the anomaly of a State 
twenty-six years eld with a Goveruor who 
never received a vote for the office, which 
shows what strange tilings may happen by 
reason of the death or disability of officials. 
—Silver State. 


The Silver State is mistaken in a lew of 


its statements. Under the peculiar word- 
ing of oar Stato Constitution Mr. Bell is 
simply Acting Governor. 
He performs all 


the duties of the position, but is not en- 
titled to the salary. Neither has ho the 
right to appoint a Lieutenant Governor, 
nor is Mr. Williams the Lieiitenant Gov- 
ernor. Mr. Bell is still Lieutenant Gov- 
urnor and as such Acting Governor. Should 
Mr, "Williams die first and then Mr. Bell 
also clie Nevada would bo without a Gov- 
ernor. This is one of the defects of the 
present Constitution, and furnishes one of 
the many reasons for a Constitutional Con- 
vention. 


ADOLPII SUTRO AGAIN. 


After an Absence of Several Tears, the 


Old Tuiiuol Chief Revisits tlie Scene 
of His Former Trials and Grand Tri- 
umph. 


HEADY POK WINTER. 


^Precautions Against Another Blockade 


In tho Sierras—New Track, Shctts and 
Plows. 


The anow blockade in the mountains last 


January was too expensive a thing for the 
railroad company to permit it to be repeat- 
ed if it can be avoided. Lately forces of 
men have been bracing and rebuilding 
snowaheda and patting trestles and track 
in order. 
Respecting tha present condi- 


tion of the road Vice President Stobbs has 
lately \rritten nu Eastern correspondent to 
tho following effect: 


"We have put the Conlral in such condi- 


tion that wo are confidant no delays nor 
discomforts to passengers will occur during 
the coming Winter, even though it should 
ba as severe na last Winter, which, as is 
well Unown, was the heaviest season we 
have ever experienced. 
Tho condition of 


the Central Pacific trnck is better than il 
has been for many years. 
It Is practically 


00-pound steel, except on the mountain 
division, where all renewals have been 
made with 76-ponnd steel. 
Before the 


Winter opens we will havo bnilt over nine 
thousand feet of additional snow-fences on 
the Salt Lake division. In the Sierras we 
shall have replaced about a mile of snow- 
sheds, covering the exposed section upon 
which we encountered the greatest difficulty 
last season. 
"We have also taken dowu and 


rebuilt about three miles of other sheds, 
Beside the foregoing the entire line of 
snowsheda and galleries have been thor- 
oughly inspected and repaired. In addi-. 
tion to the usual equipment of push snow- 
plows, whion are most effective wherever 
there is room to throw the snow off the 
track, we shall have a complete equipment 
of: rotary plowa and from five to tan large 
engine plows. 
We have also a full equip- 


ment of traok-flangers, which have been 
remodeled so as to conform with the new 
standard, and are run by compressed air 
from the locomotive, making them much 
more effective in operation than those for- 
merly iu nse. 
Generally speaking, if we 


had been as fully prepared last season as 
we are this season, our line would have 
kept opon. 
We beliove we have 
fully 


guarded against any possible interruption 
to traffic during the coming season." 


Tho Virginia Chronicle, of Wednesday, 


says: 


Adolph Sutro, the old original conceive 


locator nud executor of the Sutro Tunne 
arrived from San Francisco by last evening 
local passenger train. Ho was accompanie 
by a daughter and three uieceg, one from 
Beston, one from Philadelphia and on 
from Baltimore, 


They simply oauie up to take a srnn 


rnn of cursory inspection over Sutro's ol 
stamping grounds and to enjoy^ne exhil 
irating mountain atmosphere and water o 
the Comstock, with its gold and silve 
reminiscences. 


This forenoon about 10 o'clock they tool 


a four-in-hand ran down to the town o 
Sutro, over the grade, presumably becom 
ing the guests of C. C. Thomas, Superin 
tendent of the present Sntro or Comstook 
Tunnel Company. They were accompa- 
nied by Hon. J, A Stephens, 
formerlj 


Mayor of this oity, and BOW District At 
torney of Storey county, who went along to 
regulate the legal contingencies of the situ 
ation. The proposition was to take in the 
town of Sutro and surroundings and loav 
ing tha team to get back to Yirginin they 
would personally retarn through the Sutro 
tunnel this afternoon, emerging at the sur- 
faca of the Comstook lode through the C 
& C. shaft of the Con. Cal. & Va. Mining 
C ompany. 


At last accounts they were getting along 


finely, taking the mulo power railroad 
through the tunnel, examining the main 
points ol interest, and a good, healthy 
dinner or supper was awaiting their arrival 
in this oity. This they will doubtless fip- 
preoiatively dispose of, and return to San 
Francisco satisfied and gratified with their 
visit and genial incidents of the trip. 


A brief interview with Mr. Sutro by a 


Chronicle representative merely elicited 
tho following: 


".Not having bsen on the Cotn&took for 


the last ten or twelve years,"saidMr. Sutro, 
"I naturally take particular observation of 
changes. But I don't sea much except 
that you and other fixtures are getting 
older and more dilapidated, with no present 
showing of improvsmi-nt. 


"But don't you forget that tho big old 


tunnel that I wrestled with so long against 
tho biggest combinntion of capital ever 
seen on the Pacific Const got there just 
the same. Somebody elso might have done 
the snmo thing, but they didu't, and I did, 
and the Comatock mines are reaping the 
benefit to-day. 


"Yes, yon are light. It is simply and 


squarely a drain tunnel, saving nearly 
1,700 feet of pumping, and it intersects 
(he Comstook at a vury interesting point. 
No important body of pay ore has ever 
beau discovered or developed below the 
tunnel level, but thoro will be, and please 
remember that I say so. 


"The Comstock loda is no surface vain, 


but 
a grand, true fisr.nro of illimitable i 


depth and totally unknown richness. There 
13 plenty room for ruoro bonanzas than have 
yet been discovered. 


"No, I don'town au inch in the Sutro 


tunnel now and have not for years. I saw 
that I had better sell out and stay out and 
did so. 
Certainly I might get in again, 


but I don'f think jugt yet. 


"About running the tunnel further west, 


n-ider Mount Davidson, of course you 
,vuo\v I always had that in view, knowing 
that it would pass through a very inter- 
esting section of gold and silver ledges, 
which showed themselves west of the reg- 
ular Comstock and west of the summit of 
Mount Davidson—over in Jumbo District, 
if you please. 
A very strongly mineralized 


section of unknown wealth may ba inter- 
sected by extending the tunnel west and 
perhaps not very far. 


"But the best known resources of the 


tunnel have not beon developed.

Not only is an unlrnown numbci 
of these dangerous counterfeits now in 
circulation, but tho plates are in exist- 
ence somewhere, all ready to strike off 
millions in currency of large denomina- 
tion,—Cor, St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
